THE NAVAL BATTLE 


Reported to Have Taken Place at Val- 
paraiso. 

Saw Francisco, June 4.—Advices received 
here from Chili describe a naval battle as hav- 
ing occurred in the harbor of Valparaiso on 
the night of April 28th, just after the naval 
engagement which had occurred in Chanaral 
bay, when the insurgent cruiser Magallanes, 
was attacked by the government torpedo 
cruisers Aldea, Condell and Lynch. In that 
engagement, which has already been described, 
the Magallanes succeeded in driving off the 
three government vessels, and after a 
sharp fight the government cruisers 
retired to Valparaiso. The Magallanes. 
after receiving ammunition from an insurgent 
supply ship, decided to steam at once to Val- 
paraiso and attack the three government ves- 
sels before. they could be repaired. The 
Magallanes, under cover of darkness, steamed 
up alongside the Aldea and fired a broadside, 
which completely riddled the torpedo boat, 
dismounted nearly all of her rapidly firing 
guns and killed and wounded fully half of her 
crew, 

RETURNING THE MAGALLANES’S FIRE. 

The Magallanes steamed quickly for 
the Lynch, but the crew of the 
latter were alert. They returned the 
Magallanes’ fire and attempted to 
launch a torpedo, but failed. The Condell 
had steamed outside the Magallanes, and 
began firing, subjecting the latter to fire from 
both government ships, killing and wounding 
forty of the Magallanes’ crew. 

The latter, under cover of the smoke, began 
to move astern, and before the fact was dis- 
covered the two government ships were pour- 
ing broadsides into each other. 

The trick was not discovered until the Magal- 


lanes had steamed across the stern of the Con- |. 


dell and had poured in a broadside which nearly 
destroyed the latter. In the meantime, the 
forts could not fire owing to fear of hitting the 
government ships. When the Magallanes be- 
gan to steam out of the harbor the forts opened 
their fire, but only one shell struck the rebel 


cruiser, which tore a big hole in her deck and 


dismounted her pivot gyn. She then proceeded 
to Caldera.

FLORIDA ‘SENATORSHIP 


WS THE ELECTION HELD ACOOBD- 
ING r0 Law? 


OPINION: OF. HON. U. I. BLOOM 


In Which He Argues that the Joint. Session 
Was Defective in Not Having Had 
Majority of Both Houses. 


3 Fla., Jane 4,—{Spectal.]— 
Hon. W. A. Blount gives an opinion upon the 
question as to whether the attempt made on the 


26th, at Tallahassee, by a quorum of the house 


of representatives and a minority, and, thete- 
fore, less than a quorum of the senate of the 
state of Florida, was effective in the election 
of the Hon. Wilkinson Call to the 8 ot 
the United States. He was asked te give the 
opinion, which is very exhaustive, and reads 
as follows: 

In considering this question, of course t he urs 
resort must be to the act of congress of 1866 upon 
this subject. -The language of this act, however, 
is not entirely unambiguous; but in my view of my 
opinion as to the unquestionable effect of pro- 
visions of the constitution of the United 
States and of the ‘state of Florida, 
it becomes unnecessary to analyze it, because it 
must be construed as to be in accordance with 
those provisions, or it must be declared unconsti- 
tutional. To those who may be timid jin pushing 
strict logic to its legitimate conclusion, the first 
course would be adopted; to those who are not 80 
timid the latter course is preferable. 

The constitution of the United States, article 1, 
section 3, paragraph 1, declares that senators shall 
be “chosen by the legislature.”’ This clatise makes 
the composition of the legislature as defined by 
organic law of the state (or, in the absence of any 
organic provisions, if we can i esuch a de- 
fect, by the statutory law) as essential part of the 
machinery provided by the highest uthority for 
the election of senators. ‘This body, ‘ 
ture,” is the body and the only one to which is con- 
fided the power to electa senator. The designa- 
tion of the composition of such body lies with the 
state. Wethus, in this case, find such designa- 
tion in the constitution of Florida, 
article 3, section 1, the parts of which essential 
to this question, are: “The legislative 
authority of the state shall be vested in a senate 
anda house of representatives, which shall be 
designated the ‘Legislature of the state of Nor- 
Ida.“ This provision not only designates the 
composition of the legislature, but it creates such 
a body, and no other power, except the people 
acting through its constitution, or a like expres- 
sion of its will, can ertate it. It follows, then, 

that the election of senator must be by the legis- 
lature; that that legislature must be such as the 
state of Florida has created; that the state bas 

posed of both senate and 
house ; that the election must be by the action of 
both such bodies. 

The ohly remaining question, then, is what is

Lonnon, June 4.—There was no slackening 
of interest in the baccarat scandal trial today. 
Lord Chief Justice Coleridge, in order to try 
to make more rapid progress with the trial, by 
arrangement with the counsel of both sides, 
opened court at 11:30 o’clock a. m., instead of 
lo’élock.

Suit in a Richmond 
Court.

Mrs. Alfriend 
contended that she had never 
authorized any one to use or pledge the se- 
curities in any way, and that such being the 
ease, the bank could not hold them as against 
herdemand. Mrs. Alfriend; who now lives in 
Rahway, N. J., was here today to testify in 
the case, as were two of ber friends from that 
place. Mr. Alfriend’s deposition was sub- 
mitted as evidence for the defense. In this 
he insisted that.his step-mother lent him the 
securies, and signed the power of attorney 
under which they were placed with the bank.

The Gambling Prince. 

His royal highness, the prince of Wales, 
is merely a witness in the great baccarat 
scandal case, but he will not come out of it 
unsmirched. 

The testimony rendered yesterday brings 
out the fact that the counters used in the 
game on the night when Gordon Cumming 


came to grief belonged to the prince, aud 


were habitually carried by him on his visits 
to country houses for the accommodation of 
the gamblers who desired to play the game. 
Imagine the effect of this upon the good 
church people of England! 

The prince’s testimony bears against 
Cumming, but it, will be recollected that 
years ago when he was on the stand in the 
Lady Mordaunt case his statements caused 
General Toombs when he read them to re- 
mark that Wales had perjured himself like 
agentleman. There is nothing in the pres- 
ent case to lead even the enemies of the 
prince to reflect upon his veracity. Public 
interest in the matter centers upon certain 
points which are only vaguely apparent in 
the trial. Among these points is the fact 

that Cumming rivals Wales as a lady killer, 
and is reported to have boasted of his con- 
quest over a member of the family at Tranby 
Croft. It is surmised that this may have 
caused the charge of cheating to be made 
against him out of pure revenge, and things 
may have been so manipulated as to give 
color to the charge. 

The origin of Cumming’s suit is also of 
piquant interest. It seems that Lady 
Brooke was very cool when she met Cum- 
ming several weeks after the Tranby Croft 
incident. The gentleman demanded an ex- 
planation, and Lady Brooke frankly men- 
tioned the alleged cheating. When pressed 
for her informant’s name she said that the 
prince told her. 

This is why Gordon Cumming went into 
court, with the hope, it is thought, of un- 
covering nobody knows what in the Tranby 
Croft circle. He may come out blacker 
than when he went in, but it is probable 


that he will have the satisfaction of seeing 


the prince considerably injured in the eyes 
of the moral British public. It seems to be 
a disgraceful business all round, and will 
not tend to make Wales any more acceptable 
as the people’s future ruler. 


Relics of a Prehistoric Race. 


News comes from the Sequatchie valley 
of the discovery of à petrified man, sur- 
rounded by bronze instruments and not far 
from a tablet containing 467 words written 
in characters resembling the Hebrew. 

The story has somewhat the sound of a 
fake, but the use of Professor N. S. Shaler’s 
name, Which would be unpardonable in this 
connection if he was not there, gives a color 
of probability to the story. If it is a fake, 
it is wonderfully well written and more con- 
sistent in its details than such things usually 


appear. 

The mention of characters resembling the 
Hebrew sets in motion an interesting train 
of speculation. The theory was long ago 
advanced that the North American Indians 
were of semitic descent, and various argu- 
ments, based on the philology of the Indian 
and Hebrew races, have been made to sup- 
port this view. Some have gone so far as to 

assert that the Indians were the lost tribes of 
_ Israel, come to America from Asia by way 
ol Alaska. The successive migrations of 
i Toltecs and Aztecs from the northwest to 
Mexico have afforded another scintilla of 
the evidence out of which the fabric of the 
theory has been constructed. 

All this has been interesting, but appeared 
more or less mythical until the unexpected 
outcropping of certain Indian folk-lore, 
which sheds new light on the matter. One 
of the wildest Indian tribes on the 
western border was reduced to subjection by

The Wool Shipments Turn Southward. 

On yesterday we printed some interesting 
statements which came from New England 
about the turning of business southward by 
the combination of southern and western 
lines. Now comes the same story from an- 
other end of the line. Chicago is losing her 
wool trade because it comes east through 
Savannah, instead of going by the lakelines, 
as it did formerly. A Chicago dispatch to 
The Memphis Commercial says: 


CHICAGO, June 2.—The total amount of wool 


shipped via Chicago last year amounted to 39,000,- 
000 pounds, the roads carrying it received nearly 
$1,000,000 for the service. So far this year there 
has been no wool shipped via Chicago, and the 
Chicago lines have despaired of getting any. 

Whether or not Gould deserves the censure he 
isnow receiving may be a question, but the fact 
is that the Missouri Pacific and Richmond Termi- 
nal are taking all thé business from Utah common 
points to Savannah, and it is going thence to York 
and Boston. The rate via the southern route is 
$1.87 from Utah common points to Boston, while 
the lowest lake and rail rate via Chicago is §2.17. 
Western lines, which usually handled millions of 
pounds of wool and are now getting none, have 
appealed to eastern lines to join a reduced rate, 
but today their hopes of getting a part of the 
traffic were destroyed by the refusal of the east- 
bound lines to make any reduction. Chicago wool 
merchants are in despair at the outlook, there ap- 
parently being no chance of any but scattering 
shipments coming to them. 

The power of the northern roads has not 
only secured freight and income for them- 
selves, but has built up great cities and at- 
tracted great masses of population on the 
northern border. Competing influences, 
which have just begun to make themselves 
felt, will have in the south the same ten- 
dency to build up the industries of the region 
that opposing systems have exerted upon the 
north. Nothing appears more certain than 
that the south Atlantic coast, and particu- 
larly Georgia, will be the seat of immense 


industry.

THE NEW YORK srock MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, June 4.—As was generally expected 
after the announcement that the Rock Island road had 
reduced its rate of dividends last evening, that fact 
was the great subject of interest this morning, and its 
depressing effects were such that improvement in the 
foreign situation as indicated by the reduction in its 
minimum rate of discount by the Bank of England, 
from 5 to 4 per cent, counted almost for naught. In- 
fluence of the latter, however, asserted itself in stub- 
born strength, with which a downward movement in 
the coal roads was resisted by the remainder of the 
list, and, when it became evident that good buying 
, orders were in the market, a better temper marked 
" speculation, and a comparative dullness took place of 
feverish activity, prevailing during most of the fore- 
noon. The action of the Bank of England was hailed 
as a proof that the necessity for the accumulation of 
gold had now ceased, and, notwithstanding the fact 
that further orders of gold for export were made today, 
and the amount for the week promises to run up to 
large figures. The sentiment that gold exports are 
nearing their end gained strength, and was again no 

‘mean factor in resistance to the downward tendency 
engendered by weakness in the corn-carrying roads. 

Today, outside of the corn roads, the only important 
movements were in Union Pacific, Sugar, anda few 
specialties. The action taken by the directors of the 
Rock Island was a great surprise to the street, in view 
of a large business promised this summer by the 
abundant crops, and the general impression is that it 
was doneto secure the block of low-priced stock so 
that the buying of the rest of the list was not checked, 
even while Rock Island declined. The opening prices 
were not all lower, though Rock Island was down 2 
per cent, and the general list recovered immediately 
from depression. There was no special strength shown 
outside of a few specialties, among which Wheeling 
and Lake Erie were most prominent. The decline in 
Rock Island was supplemented by material loss in 
Burlington, but the influence of this was fairly off set 
by a 4 per cent rise in Sugar, which was occasioned by 
a report that the dividend would be 5 per cent 
common stock, which a denial of the secretary had no 
power to check. Dealings were marked by no other. 
feature beyond a smart rally in the last hour in some 
stocks, and the market finally closed fairly active and 
firm to strong at the close to opening prices for all but 
the few stocks mentioned. 

The final changes show only small losses and gains 
in the general list, but Rock Island is down 5 per cent, 
and Burlington l‘4c, while sugar is up 2'sc. Sales 
listed, 279,000 shares; unlisted, 18,000.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, June 4.—The markets on the board of 
trade were in unusually close and active sympathy. 
The cereais all opened strong and higher, but quickly 
declined. When the bottom was reached the senti- 
ment changed, and there was a smart rally, the close 
being near the highest prices of the day. The move- 
ment in provisions followed the prices of grain, though 
the opening was somewhat lower than they were at 
the close yesterday. There was a more active trade in 
wheat than yesterday, but the volume of business was 
still moderate. The market opened Me higher under 
the influence of a general favorable tone of European 
market advices. One dispatch, noting damage to the 
growing crops by storms, the decline in stocks, large 
shipments of gold and disquieting rumors concerniug 
money matters abroad had a depressing effect, and 
under free selling by the bears prices declined with 
some fluctuations 1',c to the lowest point of the day; 
then, under an active demand by the shorts, reacted to 
and beyond the opening price. July closed e higher 
than yesterday, June e higher and August I higher. 
Trading was largely local, but there was some selling 
on foreign and eastern account. Somelong wheat, it 
was claimed, was unloaded, but the local traders no 
doubt oversold themselves, and their covering, to- 
gether with good buying on the part of some of the 
heavy bear traders, resulted in a recovery from bot- 
tom prices.

WAS IT HE WHO DIED Ar POWELL’S 


CROSSING? 


tution Office and Tells of Wolf's 
Disapperance. 


“I want to give you some information about 
the man who was found dead last week at 
Powell’s crossing on the Air Line road.“ 

The gentleman who spoke was Michael 
Murphy, an old Atlantian who has for many 
years been connected with the Western and 
Atlantic shops. 

He came to Tux Constitution office yes- 
terday afternoon with the story of the man 
found dying from the effects of mor- 
phine, with his head on the end 
of a crosstie, and whose identity has so far re- 
mained a mystery. 

“I think the dead man must have been Sam 
Wolf,” continued Mr. Murphy. I am satis- 
fied it was from the description of the man and 
the clothes he wore. 

“Wolf has been boarding with me at 92 Ellis 
street for over a year until last Monday morn- 
ing, when he disappeared. He left the house 
early in the morning, and has not been seen or 
heard of since about 8:30 o’clock that day, 
when Mr. Fred Schmeltzer left him at the Na- 
tional hotel. 

“Wolf wasa Jew. He wasahand in the 
Air-Line yards, but forabont a month has done 
no work on account of being suspended. This 
made him very down hearted, and I think he 
just wandered out there on the Air-Line road 
and took the morphine to end his life. 

He was seventy-three years of age, which 
fits the description of the man found. Wolf 
Was a good, hard-working man, but had had a 
good deal of trouble. He came from North 
Carolina, near Wilmington, where he owned a 
good farm. He has two children living there, 
but because one of them, a girl, married con- 
trary to his wishes, he left and came here, 
working as a laborer. I would like for those 
children to hear of their father’s death. 

“Another thing that troubled Wolf was a 
second wife whom he has living herein At- 
lanta. They did not live together, and from 
letters which he left in his trunk it seems that 
she has been threatening to sue for divorce 
and alimony. These letters were from the 
wife, demanding money from him.“ 

The man found on the Air-Line road is 
buried in the cemetery near the poorhouse. 

An inquest was held, but Mr. Murphy was. 
not there and did not see the body. He is sat- 
isfied, however, that the dead man was Wolf. 


THE FIRES YESTERDAY. 


About $1,000 Damage Done—The Firemen 
Do Excellent Work. 

There were three alarms of fire turned in 
yesterday, but only the last amounted to any- 
thing.

The tire was discovered by Mrs. Kilpatrick, 
who saw the smoke coming from the stable.

| THE COMMISSIONS’ FENDING. 


The Text of the Decision on Through 
Freight Rates. 
The following letter has been sent to the 
governor by the railroad commission: 


OFFICE OF RAILROAD COMMISSION, ATLANTA, 
Ga., June 1.—His Excellency, W. J. Northen, 
Governor—Sir: In pursuance of an act of the 
general assembly of Georgia, entitled “An act to 
enlarge the powers of the railroad commission of 
Georgia, to prescribe for them additional duties 
and for other purposes,“ approved December 19, 

890, the commission investigated the through 
freight rates in force from points in Georgia to 
points out of Georgia, and from points 
out of Georgia to points in Georgia, 
on the lines of the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
Company, the Ceniral Railroad Company, the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia ilroad Com- 
pany, and the Savannah, Americus and Montgom- 
ery Railroad Company. In the opinion of the 
commission, these rates are discriminating in their 
nature. 

The commission called the attention of the offi- 
cials of said roads to the fact, and urged upon 
them the propriety of changingsuchrates. They, 
however, have declined to make the changes sug- 
gested by the commission. 

The commission has therefore determined to 
present the facts to the inter-state commerce com- 
mission, and appeal to it for relief. 

The act further provides that the commission, 
in all work devolving on it in this connection, 
shall receive, on application, the services of the 
attorney general of the state, In the absence og 
the attorney general, we deem it proper to report 
these facts se bayer and to state that we are pre- 

ared to furnish the data and facts necessary for 

nstituting said proceeding to whomsoever you 
may designate to represent the attorney general 
in this matter.

On looking at it in another way he may care 
very much. 

Mr. Monday, of Gainesville and sheriff of 
Hall county, arrived in Atlanta yesterday to 
carry S. K. Johnson back to the jail there. He 
was asked about Cobb, and if he was badly 
wanted in Gainesville. 7 

Mr. Monday says that Cobb had made a 
good deal of money out of the people, and 
several warrants had been sworn out against 
him. No reward was offered for his capture. 

Johnson, who states that Cobb is responsible 
for the forgery that he committed, was asked 
if he knew of Cobb’s whereabouts. He said 
he did not. 

He was then asked if he wanted to know. 

No,“ said. he, I don’t want to know, 
though there's lots of em who do.“ 

It he caused you to sign the names of other 
people, wouldn't his capture let you off easier?“ 

I'm going to come out all right anyhow, so 
what do I care.”’ 

When asked how he was going to get out of 
his trouble, Johnson said he knew more about 
it than anybody else, and knew what to do. 
He didn’t seem to care either way, whether 
Cobb was brought back or not. 

Many of Captain Cobb’s friends refuse to be- 
lieve that he has been mixed up in anything 
criminal. They say he is in Texas as the rep- 
resentative of an Atlanta financial concern, 
and that he makes almost daily reports 
to the home office. In none of 
these, so far as can be learned, has he 
written anything about his departure from 
Gainesville. 

Will an attempt be made to bring him back? 

There is no reward offered for him, and no 
incentive given to go to the trouble of getting 
him here. Nobody is going from here to Texas 
to get a man, and lose money by doing so, 
whether successful or not. : 

So unless a reward is offered it looks as if 
Captain Cobb will cast his lot unmolested 
among the Texans.
